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The amendment to the claims merely eliminates the limitation that is embodied by the prior art and would require a new search and 
consideration as it alters the embodiments of the instant claims. 

Applicant asserts that the specification provides non-limiting examples that teach one of skill in the art how to determine what constitutes 
"an effective amount" for marking or identifying an mGlu1 receptor. Applicant directs the examiner to paragraph 0337 of the specification. 
The specification does provide for concentrations of [3H1- compound and [3H]quisqualate for saturation experiments but the specification 
does not describe which concentrations would be effective or which concentrations would have no effect in regards to marking or 
identifying an mGlu1 receptor. The concentrations provided are different for the different compounds and do not provide one skilled in the 
art the relevent information to determine which concentration would be acceptable as there is no corellation between the amount and the 
chemical structure/chemical functionalities of the compounds. Therefore one skilled in the art would not be capable of determining what 
constitutes "an effective amount" for marking or identifying an mGlu1 receptor. 

The 35 U.S.C 112 rejection of claim 9 is maintained. 
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
